failings of his own countrymen^ as he found them two centimes 
riiuv; kyiA probably Jo) will an this account be chu favourite with 
the gene ml reader. 

All L can say in conclusion is, that what its good in the fol¬ 
lowing pages must 1 m> credited to the authors ; and tdl the failings 
mt\ imjierfectiuuHp which ore very many, 1 fear, to their English 
t™ winter, who, the reform prays for the indulgence and forbearance 
of Ms readers.

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REMAKES ON THE MYSTIC DOCTRINE AND 
POETRY OF THE SUFIS. 


The poetry of the L.sst, jjarticuliuly that of U n ■ Muhtmiinadiui 
nations, differs materially fmin that nf the West j imd when taken 
up by the uninitiated, would often appear 1" be l ] lc men-:- effusions 
of w ild and voluptuous bfljcdmntids, or worthy of Anacreon himself 

These remark a, however, pertain miiiv t" Portion than to Afghan 
poetry, which contain* loss of the, often, bombastic style of tho 
former, ami approach^ nearer to the Bimplirity of tlie p^Ery of the 
ancient Aruba. A general subject with the Afghan, as well us other 
Asiatic poets, is that of love, not huimn, hut divine, and n contempt 
for the people and vanities of the world ; whilst other Af gh an 
poets, such ns Khushhul Khan* write on any subject that may 
have been uppermost in their minds at the time, after the manner 
of Western poeta, 

r fhe general reader, who would understand many of the poama con¬ 
tained in the following pagea* must know that most of the Amatic 
poets profess* the mystical doctrine of the ^ the tenets of which, 
it will be necessary to explain to him; although Oriental scholars 
may he supposed to be sufficiently frins [bar with the subject* 

The Miihiurmindiin writers suite, that these enLhuamate arc 
co-existent witli their religion; and, propubly, their npt'iiroiia 
zeal may hove greatly contributed to the first establishment of 
Mauiism , but they have since been considered its greatest enemies, 
and it is avouched that their doctrines have, for a long time, been 
even uu damming M LdiLimniiuhinism itself, lienee tho mast rigorous 
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prooeodinp have, fni-its time to tloio, beon put in practice 1 a repress 
their IncretiHe, but theso, tin tistud in auth bftTy bad a eon-

whose outward ftmus the Sufie profess their vouanuiorL 

The tenets of the S&fi iloct nAss npptiftr to liavo been most widely 
diffused, over Fmia; and, indeed, the great reptnatiou acquired by 
one of the priest* .?f the fi-.rt, eustMsd hEmlu^ietKbLniri, for above 
two centuries. under the name of the SufhwTau dynasty io occupy 
the throne of that country.* 

The gentrnd name by wl=iuh this sect of qnthugksta is known* is 
g-utip Ltni-lying pwr^j a term probably dciivod from the Arable word 
4JU* (^/oA^ signify itig purity ; and by tide nonu; all an known, 
the venerated teacher, or spiritual guide, followed by crowds of 
ilLHfgtpltife, to the bumble huhim/tiTi (hinrak-, ur/tlHi", ivUo v. .itidijia.

In India, mane than in any other country qf Ahlo. from remote 
ages* these visa-narydoctrines appear to have Gosmebed, much afr.-r 
the ^;iinc manner as in F4ryj.1t and Syria, in the early days of Chris¬ 
tianity, tts testified toby the early ecclesiastical writers, who truce 
to those countries the iny^ti^ ilui hermit, and the monk; for there 
the propensity to a life of austerity was quite a disease. I11 tho 
Hindu tdigbiu also, as well as in the people tiLc-rnsel ves, there is 
much that tends to foster a Spirit of religious iibstiiiatluii ; and we

The first of theas stages is termed v§.wt% or biiiniiuity, in which 
the disciple Is supposed to be living in obedience to the or 

orthodox law, and paying duo observance to the rites und ceremo¬ 
nies of religion; for these things are allowed ( o Itc ueecusaiy und 
itaefol in regulating the lives of the vulgar aurl weak-rmmlad, and 
in rcfctittiuiiig within proper bounds, and guiding such us are tumble 
to roach the acme of divine contemplation and i detraction, who 
might Vie led astray by that very latitude in mutters of faith, which 
instruct* alul ouruptuna those of more powerful intellect, and 
marc ardent pkty. 

The aacoud stage h termed fanhit^ or the way + in which thu 
disciple attains what is culled jtibrut^ or potentiality and capacity; 
ami he who reiiches this stage, quit*, altogether* that state in which 
he is merely permitted to follow and revere n teacher or spirt turd

hut this stage cannot be attained, save by great piety, virtue, 
eudnmntre, and realgnfltion ; for it is necessary to restrain the 
intellect when weak, uuiiJ. from habits of mental devotion, grounded 
upon a proper knowledge of its nm greatness and immortality, and 
of tlie Divine nature, it shall have acquired sufficient energy; 
since the mind omnot he trusted in the omission or disuse of the 
rites and usages of religion. 

Tliu thin! stage ia t writ/, signifying knowledge or inspiration; 
and the disciple who jirrives thereunto^ is said to have attained 
Hupcrhunum knowledge—in fact, to he inspired; and when Le lists 
reach i«] this stage, he is equal to the angels.

persons, eminent for their leaniihg, geura^ aad piety, have “do [itnl 
Lhe Ssili doe trines. Amongst the most distinguished of these are 
poets ; for the very essence of aft-ism la poetry. The raptnro* of 
genius, expatiating upon a subject that cannot be i-shimsU'd, <uv 
hidd to be divine inspirations, by those who believe that the soul, 
when emu inti] kited by devotion, can wander in tlie regions of the 
spiritual world, and, tit tout, unite with it™ Crtntar, the son roe from 
whence it emanated. It is the some with all Safi peats, whatever 
be their country; bat Persia is mom generally known as that, in 
which this species of poetry was supposed to bare reached the 
degree of perfection; but it will be discovered, from (he fob 
lowing pages* that Sufi-tom has pjoducod, amongst the rough and 
luuily Afghans, conceptions (S junlly as Kiiblime, “ Hnnnui speech, 
however," to quote the words of a writer already tuentiulied,d “is 
tuo weak and imperfect to convey these lofty experiences rtf tho

This caused mo considerable trouble when preparing 
several of them for insertion in my fii Seditions in the Aighin 
Tangtifie e f but it was attended with a proportionate degree „f 
odvantiige, hairiiig altogether compared some sixty different copies 
of the poetfs works, of various dates, some of which wore written 
shortly after Kuhnian's death, when bin friends bad succeeded hi 
collecting the poems in a single volume. 

By Mine accounts, the poet would appear to have been a eo-

Kasim -Eidl, Afiidh ftti Afghan poet of lUndPatlTij in one of his 
odes, states Unit Mfrm EMn was of thu fluidly of Biyurid, or 
iVlzJil, An^lri, who uyanuied the name of Pfr U rartian, or Saint of 
Eight, ftp, already mentioned. Baimi himself (of whom it will he

On 
these doctrines, however* he engrafted some r.fhia own, the mnit 
Tmuurtahlc of winch whs, that the most complete manifestations 
of the Divinity were made in the persona of holy mein* The 
great opponent of R^Td was Ajdiiiiiid Darwcznl^ the gmO*9t and 
most venerated of sill the saints of Afghan istlp, who, in derision of 
the title of Hr Ro^n, or Apostle of Light, which Bazid Juid 
bimself Limed, conferred on him the nniae of Hr Tuiik, or 
Apostle of Drirknesa, by which name he is now chiefly known. 

ALlrza was a great traveller* and was well known from Herat bo 
Agra, throughout the Afghan country, and also ip India; for he 
himself had numerous disciples in the mountainous parte of 
Afghanistan—fniin Suwat and Baja wit, north ofPe^hSwS^ m fur 
us Kandahar suui Herat He dwelt for n long period in the 
Hijput stale of RijwEmi or R&jputabiah, in Hindustan, the Raja of 
which country, although a Hindfu over treated him with great 
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Tcneratimi and morality. The Mugful Emperor, Anrftagwb p also, 
in wbrase reign Mfrzi flourished, allowed him a regular stipencL 
The Emperor, ho we ver* was a great bigot, and* as m well known, 
was entirely in the hand@ of the priurthaod ; ati^ consequently, on 
more than one occasion, at the instigation of some of them moro 
ignorant and bigoted than others, A Ursa wyi& summouEd by the 
monarchy to answer accusations of heresy and blasphemy, preferred 
against him at their instigation. The Emperor, with nil his 
bigotry, appears, however, to have hnd aomfl scruples of conscience j 
and, generally* bad -iollie plausible excuse to save MfriA from their 
clutches* and himself from n bad name. The only reply the 
M nllRa , or priests, could draw from the monarch, who famous 
for personally administering justice, was, that they should enter 
into disputation with tba accused, and if anything coat mry to the 
orthodox laws of Mufrimmad could be drawn from liiin T bo would 
then consent to punish Miriti, but not otherwise. NoUdtMrt&iidLng 
Miratfs cooinks were thirsting far Ms blood, still they could jK;t 
succeed in drawing him into the vosm they iirid spread for hi in ; 
and the poet* ?cry prudently, retired from die scene, fearing lest, at 
some time or other, they might be more successful in their mnchi- 
nations, and bring him to destruction - for, according to the wvll 
know n Oriental proverb — u Kings and rulers have neither eyes nor 
ears; tilid between truth and falsehood they are incapable of dls« 
eeming ; for the words of a few designing men being sufficient to 
mi ike the innocent guilty^ the unfortunates are plunged into the 
calamity of destruction." Mlr/ii, oil this account, generally con¬ 
fined himself, when in India, to tho territories of the independent 
or tributary Biuda princes by whom ha wats honoured and 
respected. 

The poems of Aifrzil contain many Arabic and Fersiim wards, 
which most Oriental poets freely mo ; but Im PiisTj to is vary 
undent, particularly in words used amongst the lull tabes of 
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Eastern Afghanistan, in his day, and which are not geperally 
understood by the people of the present time, together with suitio 
wants purely SoTiakrTt; but those hitter usually occur in the last 
words oF it line^ when at a loss for a rhyme, in which very great 
licence is taken and allowed* by poets, in all Oriental ermniries* 
without such words being common to the kngaAgs, or used in 
canveraithm by the people. Some of the philosophers dl tho pre¬ 
sent ilny, in ibelt blind rage for eampaiutivc philology—the hobby 
they ride for the time being—based merely on their own super¬ 
ficially theoretical* and not practical knowledge of Oriental lan~ 
pinges anil subjects™ - wotdd probably uanflidur lids use c«f some pare 
Sanskrit words as eonfllumv© and tuftd&iiable evidence to prove 
the IWhto or Afghan ltingnuLru, of the Sanskrit family of tongues* 
They seem to forget that all these parts of Central Aik, now 
eddied Afghanistan, from Kabul feast ward, were, even in the dtija 
of Aieumder, peopled by a Hi ruin race, remnants of whom, existing 
even at the present day, lived us Helots among the Greeks, to 
their various Mulnurmnitlan conquerors, of whom the Afghans arc the 
most recent, the A fgh an tribes of the Feslmwar district* and ita 
northern vicinity more particularly* having 1 Arrived In tliow juu-t* 
as recently ns the beginning of the sixteenth century ► They, as 
will iihvo be scon from the laajfiuigos of many other conquering 
tribes, adopted, far convenience H;tke T some few words of the- people 
they conquered. However* the Sanskrit in MimVa poorns loay he 
accounted for, from the (net of his long roahknoG Amongst Hindu 
people. 

Tha podtry of Mini ia deeply tinged with the mywticNttH of the 
Sufii* and, to riamo extent, with the religions tenets of bis ancestor 
Hr RoshaiL Hh ofTusionit are, certainly more difficult than that 
of my other poet, fhun the fact uf their bung (iur I think will be 
allowed) more rniblltnc, and grcuulerln ooneepticu. 

It is said that Mlrzi, in tho latter years of bis life, immicd and 
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^ttled lit the Ti-rfih district, lying immediately to die w>utL of the 
famous Khaibar Pass, (Hid ignored the BoghSimn faith, which in 
Mb more yontlifol days he had adopted, and nnudfosted great 
repentance for every thing he hud written or said, contrary to the 
tiara, or orthodox cam** of the Midjiitunuidiiii creed, On this 
account, ho bouii Imaune great with the ecclesiastic* of Pegjawar— 
a city, in those days, as famous as Bokhara itself for theological 
learning—and thenceforth was held in high estimation by them* 
His descendants, on this account, are still greatly respected by the 
Muhammadans of those parts, whether A Iritis or others. 

Nothing is known, for certain, regarding the death of Mir*A; for 
lie jsisaed a grfflU portion of life life in Hindustan. and must have 
ended his days iti that country* His di-^eudanH still dwell in 
the Ti-riLh district, amongst the eliui of itT-SJ ■ Khel, and have the 
repute of being quiet and well behaved.

Of the Dundy of 
the Saddens, and chief of the tribe of Alidad, the m„st illustrious 
family of the Afghans, he was, in hi* youth, impriaoiiLd m „ 
fortress, with his elder brother Zf,-l-iikir J^an, by Husain Ejfc,, 
governor of gand a hlr lor the OhaJzis, which powerful tribe of 
Afghans, after overrunning the whole of Persia, had, a few y e[ira 
previously, trodden the throne of the Suite it, the dust, and con¬ 
quered that mighty empire, 

Ahmad SFiah and his brother, whose tribe were at feud with tho 
Ghalzis, owed their freedom to Nlflir Shah, who in the y«ir A. a 
1736-37, laid aloge to KntcUdiar, which he captured. The brothers, 
witli a powerful body of their clansmen, followed the fortunes nf 
the conqueror, and greatly distinguished themselves in the war 
with the Turks; and were rewarded with the lands now held by 
the Durrani tribe in the vicinity of Kandahar. 

On the day subsequent to the murder of Nadir Shah, (the par¬ 
ticulars of Which, ns belonging to Persian history, need nut l# hen' 
detailed, although one among the causes of it has lean attributed to 
his attachment to the Afghan troope in Jiis service) a battle ensued

with a small three iff between 2000 and 3W0 horsemen, and 
repaired, by rapid monies, to Knndabir, which hud now become 
th0 head-quartern of the AbdflU tribe, and chief city of south¬ 
western AfghfinisUiiL Here ho intercepted on immense treasure, 
which hod been sent from Indio for the use of Nildir Shall, which 
Ahmad appropriated, after compelling the DuiraMs. who had first 
fdezed upon it, to give it up, 

in Oct oMt of the -ivm: year, Ahmad, then but t-wenij -three 
yearn old, assumed the title of Shfih or King of Afghanistan, Oft* 
‘ was ammo,! at. KonduMr, with great pomp, tho different chiefs of 
the various Afghan tribes, with but few exceptions, sad the Karal- 
bashes, Baluchis, and HujAmhs, assisting; tints laving the fomida- 
tim. of the PurraiiT monarchy. And although the warlike find 
independent people, who now became his subjects, hud never been 
accustomed to a sovereign's yoke, save in being compelled to pay 
tribute to a foreign refer; yet such were his energy and capacity 
for government, that he was successful in gaining the affection of 
Ids own tribe; and with the exception of the (Jhxdris, ever a most 
turbulent and unruly sept, he succeeded in instilling among the other 
Afghan tribes a spirit of attachment to their native monarch; and 
also in others, not Afghans, but dwelling in Afghanistan. With the 
Koluch and TTozamh tribes, his neighlwiurs, he formed an offensive 
and defensive alliance. 

Having first brought the refractory Gtmlris Entn subjection, 
Ahmiul Bhfth l*gan his conquests; and such was the uninterrupted 
tide of Ida success, that by the summer of 1751 ht> had conquered 
the whole of the countries, extending as far west as Ki&Spte in 
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iVramn EhmiLsTiti. In 17^52 Jifi conquered Kaghtnfr, and obtained 
trinn the Mughal Emperor of Hindustan, a cession of the whole, of 
the tract of country „ fi^r eaat ns Sirhind. thus laving tec founda- 

tioi. of a kingdom, which soon bedaine formidable to surtonniW 
□fttinriB. 

Ahmad Shith law I now leisure to tnm Iiia attention to internal 
affairs, and to the settlement of Afghanistan and the newly-acquirud 
provinces. Ha thus passed the next four years in tranquillity, and 
nppfcirs to have bad time to derate himself to literature. He used 
to hold, at stated periods, what is termed a Alajlisd-ncntnma, or 
Assembly of the Learned, the early part of which was generally 
devoted to divinity and civil taw-for Ahmad gh&h himself w a 
McIauT^. -Luiil concluded with conversations on science and poctrv. 
Me wrote a Collection of Odes ir. Fu^to, his own native tongue, 
tmged, as tumid, with the mysticisms of the Sufis, and from that 
work the following specimens have 'been taken. Hie work is ucaroe, 
partieularly in eastern Afghanistan. He was also the author of 
so^tiral pomes lu the Perm an Iji nffimw 

In the year ITilfi A^mtid Shah had again to buckle on the sword, 
and advance into the Punjab, which the Mughal* about this time 
attempted to recover; bnt he quickly regained all that had been 
lost; drove them out of the Panjib; uud advanced straight upon 
Dilhr, whieli he entered after lint a faint opposition His ttoups 
having become sickly, front pacing tho whole of the hot season in 
India, warned Afcmad Shch to return, which he did soon after, 
having compelled the Mughal Emperor to bestow the Punjab anti 
Sindh upon his son Timor, who had already been named to a 
Mughal princess. Ahmad Shall passed the next winter at Kaada- 
har; l.ut was obliged tu set out sooti after, tor the purpose of 
quelling dirturhftiices in Persia and Turkman.

After totally defeating thorn at BudE, Ahn^d 
Shah again captured Dilht He afterwards pursued his conquests in 
l.bc Dij-ib ; but anbseqiu'iitly eneimipcd at a place near Anilp-shrahi 1 , 
where, being joined by the Warfr of Hindustan, with the few

Kazim Khas was the fcHjiii of MiihitLiLiLjiDi Afzal Khan. chid 1 of 
tJa-e Kh-dN^ —mad author uf Several extensive and vain: lM i- prose 
works in the Pushto kngnagp—was of the poet Aghrtif 
.Khan ; and hence Kiizini was tk< nreat-grundaon of KhuHk^aJ Khau t 
already noti ued. He was bum muw time during lj.- five ye r- 
wabwqmirt to b. 1135 (il 1732), On the death of Uh father, t.hc 
chleftiiinflliip fed to Asad-uILih Klnln. Karim's elder brother, 
wha 5 aft.or it fashion too common iti Eastern countries, ooiifiklered it 
the feofeffb and most prudent course to net with great severity 
towairis bl-s brothers Lind other near male relatives. Karim, who 
wm quite w joutii nt the time, could not brouk thia tyrannical 
treatment, and therefore Bspara tod from him, and even abandoned 
the jaglr, or grant of land, then in hk poasessioiL Asud-ulluh, who 
appear to have been rather more favourably inclined to Karim 
Kbiiti than to his other brothers, nm becoming acquainted with the 
taut of lisa distrust* sent ihr Karim, and used every endeavour to 
soothe hk fears and set Ms mind at. ease ■ ainl, the more effectually 
to bring thia about, ho conferred upon him an additional grant of 
land, and betrofthed him to a daughter of cue of their iincka, I Ifrw- 
ever. the auapirioiw and fears of Ki*im—who doubtlesii had heard 
of the treatment the sons and grandsons of Khu^hhfll had expe¬ 
rienced at the hands of Mil own father— increased, at all thin es- 
treme kindness, to a greater degree than indhra; and he secretly 
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fled from liis home. Some pay that he had. an antipathy to his 
young earns in as a wife; and that, at the time, to requested his 
brother not to betroth her to him, m he did not like her. Tins 
ABKhulkh would not listen to; stud, according to the Afghan 
cuBtom, named her as the future wife of hia younger brother. Be 
this, however, as it may, Karim took to a wandering life, and spent 
several years in K nghnit r, where he acquired oonademblo learumg.

On several tensions his brother Asad-idlnh scut many of liis 
confidential friends to endeavour to induce him to return to Ins 
native country j hut without effect. On one occasion the post had 
gone as far ns Hasan AMU, a town some few miles east of Attnk, 
ill the Punjab, on a pleasure eicnrsion, w ith 80 JUO of his particular 
^nnintAnres at which time a nnmlier of his relatives came to see 
him, from the Khftttnk country, beyond the Indus, and only two 
day*\ journey distant} but, notwithstanding all their entreaties, 
he would not return home, and went back to Blit®®! again.
